From  The  President . . . 

Dear  Fellow  N.N.  A.  Members, 

Despite  the  usual  slowness  of  our  hobby  tn  summer,  August  has 
increased  my  interest  in  numismatics  and  made  me  grateful  to  be  living  in 
Nebraska. 

The  Pre-ANA  show  in  Denver  was  intense.  Over  150  dealers  with 
tables  wee  trading  heavily,  not  to  mention  the  many  walking  the  floor.

The  1996  ANA  Summer  Conference

For  the  past  three  years  we  have  taken  a  family  vacation  at  the 
ANA  Summer  Conference.  The  tradition  started  when  our  son,  Akio, 
received  a  YN  scholarship  to  attend  the  1994  conference.  This  year  we 
were  part  of  an  8  member  Nebraska  delegation  (7  students  and  1 
instructor),  which  was  larger  than  that  of  the  past  two  years.  In  addition, 
there  was  a  record  attendance  of  over  200  students,  including  a  number  of 
other  families  from  around  the  country  taking  the  opportunity  to  spend 
family  time  together  by  attending  the  conference 

We  arrived  on  Saturday  in  time  for  lunch  at  the  dorm,  and  an 
afternoon  at  the  Colorado  Springs  Coin  Club  Show.  The  latter  is  an 
annual  event  that  coincides  with  the  first  weekend  of  the  Summer 
Conference  The  highlight  for  Leonard  was  the  opportunity  to  go  through 
Bill  Rosenblum's  junk  box.  Akio  enjoyed  the  opportunity  to  visit  with  Tom 
Hallenbeck,  and  pick  out  a  fossil  and  some  play  money. 

Later  in  the  afternoon  the  dedication  of  new  exhibits  took  place  at 
the  ANA  Money  Museum.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  renovation  of  the 
display  area  in  preparation  for  the  anticipated  crowds  due  in  August  as  part 
of  the  ANA  Annual  Meeting  in  Denver.  New  displays  included  "Financing 
the  Civil  War",  "Numismatics  and  the  Olympic  Games",  "Religion  in 
Numismatics",  "History  Through  Coinage",  and  "Building  a  National 
Currency  -  Japan  1868-1899"  (last  year's  'Best  of  Show1  by  Joseph  E. 
Boling).  Also  on  permanent  display  are  the  1804  silver  dollars,  and  the 
Bebee  paper  money  collection.  The  day  ended  with  the  convocation 
ceremony  with  ANA  President  Ken  Bressett,  and  the  first  of  the  Bull  Ses¬ 
sions,  "Ask  the  Experts",  with  Ken  Bressett,  Richard  Doty,  Gene  Hessler, 
and  Robert  Hoge. 

For  the  YN's,  the  late  night  activities  included  a  organizational 
meeting  to  plan  for  the  YN  Auction  held  on  Wednesday.  The  proceeds 
from  this  auction  go  to  fund  YN  scholarships  to  the  next  Summer 
Conference.  The  YN's  collect  consignments  and  donations,  produce  an 
auction  catalog,  supervise  lot  viewing,  and  run  the  auction.  All  of  this  is 
done  in  four  days,  while  attending  classes,  and  mandatory  evening 
activities. 

Sunday  is  probably  our  favorite  part  of  the  week.  The  ANA 
Library  Book  Sale  begins  in  the  morning,  with  participants  lining  up  after 
breakfast  (7:30  AM)  for  the  opening  of  the  doors  at  10AM.  This  year  we 
were  second  in  line,  and  able  to  get  some  relatively  good  books  for  both 
Akio  and  the  Omaha  Coin  Club  YN  Library.  Unfortunately,  Akio  was 
busy  working  the  consignment  table  for  the  YN  Auction. 

The  first  class  sessions  began  after  lunch  This  year  Akio  was 
able  to  take  "Coins  of  the  Mexican  Revolution:  1913-17",  Leonard  took 
"Byzantine  Coins",  and  Winnie  took  "Detection  of  Counterfeit  and  Altered 
Coins".  This  is  one  of  the  benefits  of  the  course  schedule  -  most  people 


can  find  something  to  fit  their  interests.  Akio,  and  Leonard  tend  to  prefer 
courses  about  foreign  and  ancient  coins  The  classes  are  smaller,  and  lend 
themselves  to  a  seminar  style  of  presentation,  and  the  chairs  are  more 
comfortable  Winnie  prefers  more  detail-oriented  courses.  In  addition  to 
the  courses  we  took,  'Art  of  Engraving',  '2001  Years  of  British  Coinage', 
'Advanced  Coin  Grading',  'America's  History  as  Told  by  Its  Coinage  and 
Currency1,  'Ancient  Greek  Coinage',  'Civil  War  Numismatics',  'Coin 
Photography',  'Coins  of  the  Ancient  World',  'Coins  of  the  Holy  Land: 
Ancient  to  Modern  Times',  'Flying  Eagle,  Indian  Head  and  Lincoln  Cents', 
'The  Modern  Minting  Process  and  How  Errors  and  Varieties  Are  Created', 
'US  Bust  and  Liberty  Seated  Coinage',  'US  Coin  Grading',  and  'United 
States  Paper  Money'  were  also  available.  During  the  first  session,  Ken 
Bressett  sat  in  for  parts  of  both  the  Byzantine  Coinage,  and  Coins  of  the 
Holy  Land  courses. 

The  rest  of  the  week  was  mainly  spent  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge 
through  the  course  work  (YES  -  THERE  CAN  BE  HOMEWORK!),  and 
the  informal  BULL  SESSIONS  Topics  such  as  Byzantine  coins,  SBA 
errors,  Thomas  Jefferson,  cherrypicking,  authentication,  and  'Money  Talks' 
were  covered  in  an  informal  setting.  Optional  adult  activities  included 
tours  of  Cripple  Creek,  the  Flying  W  Ranch,  Royal  Gorge,  the  Broadmoor 
Hotel  and  Resort,  and  Pike's  Peak,  and  a  chance  at  star  gazing  with  a 
Colorado  College  faculty  member.  Required  YN  activities  included 
miniature  golf,  a  tour  to  Pike's  Peak,  and  hiking  in  the  'Garden  of  the 
Gods',  w'hile  the  non-required  included  a  water  balloon  fight.  In  addition, 
we  can  all  make  use  of  the  ANA  Library  and  Money  Museum.  Akio  was 
able  to  spend  some  time  in  the  ANA  Library  researching  Russian  coins, 
etc. 

The  highlight  for  Tuesday  afternoon,  was  the  "Art  of  Engraving" 
Students'  Exhibit  and  Reception.  After  two  previous  summer's  work,  the 
engraving  students'  medals  were  minted  and  exhibited.  Next  summer,  we 
will  be  given  a  chance  to  actually  buy  some  of  this  work. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  the  YN  Auction  was  held.  This  is 
partially  a  numismatic  auction  and  partially  a  charity  event.  There  is  a 
greater  tendency  to  overpay,  especially  on  donated  items.  This  year,  the 
auction  raised  over  $15,000  (a  new  record)  for  YN  scholarships  to  next 
year's  conference.  Sonny  Henry,  the  auctioneer,  did  everything  he  could  to 
get  this  record,  even  selling  the  shirt  off  his  back  (and  more!).  There  is 
photographic  evidence  of  what  a  good  sport  Sonny  was!  It  was  also  appro¬ 
priate  that  James  Taylor,  ANA  Education  Director,  was  named  a  Krause 
Publications  Numismatic  Ambassador  during  the  auction. 

The  weeklong  festivities  ended  with  an  optional  trip  to  the  Denver 
Mint  in  the  afternoon.  This  year's  Denver  Mint  tour  included  a  trip  to  the 
mint  floor,  a  chance  to  talk  to  some  of  the  workers,  and  the  opportunity  to 
touch  mint  produced  minor  and  major  errors  before  they  were  destroyed 
For  the  rest  of  us,  the  afternoon  was  a  chance  to  present  research  papers. 


and  learn  from  other  members  of  the  class.  Leonard  hopes  to  convert  the 
projects  on  which  he  worked  into  articles  for  the  OCC  Newsletter,  and 
other  publications.  The  evening’s  dinner  was  a  'picnic'  buffet  on  the  green 
The  last  Bull  Session  turned  out  to  be  a  demonstration  of  a  portable  mint 
by  Ron  Landis  and  Joe  Rust  of  the  Gallery  Mint.  Pewter  medals  and  errors 
were  produced  to  order. 

All  and  all,  we  all  had  a  great  time,  learning  and  socializing  as 
much  as  we  could  We  recommend  that  anyone  seeking  to  expand  their 
numismatic  horizon  attend  this  conference.  You  may  find  it  additive  We 
also  recommend  this  as  a  good  vacation  for  family  bonding,  and  as  a  way 
for  YN's  to  try  their  independence  in  a  relatively  controlled  environment.

Flightless  Birds  On  Coins  And  Currency 
III  Birds  Of  Australia  And  New  Zealand

All  over  the  world,  dozens  of  species  of  flightless  and  nearly 
flightless  birds  exist.  Ranging  from  the  well  known  ostrich  and  penguin  to 
the  rare  kakapo  and  takahe,  these  birds  have  been  displayed  on  coins  of 
many  of  the  lands  they  come  from.  On  the  island  continent  of  Australia, 
there  are  two  indigenous  giant  flightless  birds,  the  emu  and  the  double- 
watted  cassowary.  The  emu  is  the  second  tallest  living  bird  At  approxi¬ 
mately  5.5  feet  tall,  and  weighing  100  pounds,  it  is  about  half  the  size  of 
the  ostrich  and  less  than  one-third  the  weight.  Emus  have  three  toes  and 
are  capable  of  running  30  miles  per  hour  in  strides  of  up  to  nine  feet.  Its 
feathers  lack  an  interlocking  mechanism  resulting  in  its  tail  looking  like  a 
rag  mop  Fruits  and  green  plants  are  this  bird's  primary  food  source 
resulting,  unfortunately,  in  the  emu  breaking  down  fences  to  eat  a  farmer's 
crops  It  then  races  away  to  escape  the  angry  farmers  as  well  as  other 
enemies. 

The  emu  is  probably  the  better  known  of  these  two  flightless  birds 
because  it  appears,  along  with  the  kangaroo,  on  the  Australian  national 
emblem.  Until  1936,  this  emblem  appeared  on  the  reverse  of  all  regular 
issued  Australian  silver  coins  featuring  Kings  Edward  VII,  and  George  V 
on  the  obverse,  including  three  pence  pieces  (KM- 18  &  24),  sixpence 
pieces  (KM- 19  &  25),  shillings  (KM20  &  26),  and  florins  (KM21  &  27). 
Since  1936,  during  the  reigns  of  King  George  VI  and  Queen  Elizabeth  II, 
the  Australian  national  emblem  has  appeared  on  sixpence  (KM-35,  45,  52 
&  58),  and  florins  (KM-40,  48,  54  &  60)  until  the  monetary  system  change 
to  decimalization  in  1963  during  which  it  was  chosen  to  be  represented  on 
the  reverse  of  the  50  pence  piece  (KM-67,  68  &  83).  The  national  seal  of 
Australia,  and  therefore  the  emu,  was  also  pictured  on  all  early  banknotes 
(P-1  to  36),  as  well  as  the  more  recent  $1  notes  (P-37  &  42).  The  kangaroo 
and  other  marsupials,  and  the  kookaburra  and  other  birds,  etc.  are  now 
featured  on  many  circulating,  and  non-circulating  government  issued  coins 
and  notes,  with  the  emu  being  pictured  on  the  reverse  of  the  1991  $200 
(gold  bullion)  coin  (KM- 160). 

The  other  indigenous  Australian  giant  flightless  bird  is  the 
double-watted  cassowary.  Of  the  three  species  of  cassowaries  (dwarf, 
single-watted  and  double-watted),  the  double-watted  cassowary  is  the 
largest.  This  cassowary  grows  to  approximately  5  feet  in  height,  while 
weighing  up  to  120  pounds.  The  double-watted  cassowary  is,  thus,  the 
world's  second  heaviest  bird.  This  bird's  most  unusual  features  are  its 
almost  hidden  wings,  double  shafted  body  feathers,  and  the  black  crest  on 
the  top  of  its  naked  brightly  colored  head.  Just  like  the  ostrich,  the 
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cassowary  can  run  at  speeds  up  to  40  miles  per  hour,  or  use  its  sharp  claws 
to  escape  its  enemies.  Although  this  bird  occurs  in  many  areas  of 
Australia,  it  is  yet  to  be  featured  on  a  coin  or  currency.  The  only 
representation  of  a  cassowary,  the  dwarf  cassowary,  is  on  a  20  Toea  coin  of 
Papua  New  Guinea  (KM-5). 

Also  indigenous  to  Australia  are  penguins,  including  the  Fairy 
penguin.  A  family  of  emperor  penguins  are  pictured  on  the  reverse  of  a 
1992  $10  piece  (KM- 199). 

New  Zealand  has  been  a  giant  menagerie  for  unique  indigenous 
flightless  birds  including  the  kakapo  parrot,  kiwi,  takahe,  weka,  and  the 
extinct,  ostrichlike  moa.  However,  the  only  three  to  appear  on  coins  of 
New  Zealand  are  the  kakapo,  the  takahe,  and  the  kiwi. 

The  best  known  of  these  flightless  birds  is  the  kiwi.  New  Zealand's 
national  bird,  which  is  also  related  by  species  classification  to  Australia's 
flightless  birds,  the  emu  and  cassowary.  However,  there  are  actually  three 
species  of  kiwi:  the  brown,  the  little  spotted  and  the  giant  spotted  With 
there  tiny  wings,  long  beak,  and  fur-like  feathers,  the  kiwi  is  one  of  the 
most  unusual  species  of  birds  in  the  world  Unfortunately,  the  kiwi  is  in 
danger,  like  many  flightless  birds,  from  predators  introduced  into  their 
ecosystems  by  man,  as  well  as,  cars  and  traps  laid  out,  oddly  enough,  for 
some  of  the  kiwi's  predators.  The  kiwi  has  been  honored  as  the  name  of  a 
fruit,  and  the  slang  for  someone  from  New  Zealand 

The  kiwi  has  appeared  on  at  least  one  denomination  of  circulating 
New  Zealand  coinage  almost  continuously  since  the  first  coins  were  issued 
in  1933,  including  the  florin  (K.M-4,  10.1-3,  18,  &  28.1-2)  in  the  period 
before  decimalization  of  the  coinage,  the  200  [  jt>iece  (KM-36-62)  from 
decimalization  until  1989,  and  the  $1  from  1990  until  1994  (KM-78).  The 
kiwi  has  also  been  depicted  on  the  reverse  of  the  1990  $150  gold  bullion 
piece  (KM-77).  There  also  exist  hundreds  of  souvenirs,  including  medals 
and  tokens,  honoring  the  kiwi  including  the  1954  Geoffrey  Hearnes  (XM1, 
la,  lb,  lc),  1972  Popjoy  Mint  (XM2),  and  1984  Richard  Lobel  (XM3,  3a, 
3b,  4)  medallic  series  honoring  King  Edward  VIII  on  the  obverse  and  the 
kiwi  on  the  reverse. 

The  kakapo  is  a  flightless  parrot,  living  only  on  the  southern 
island  of  New  Zealand  Unfortunately,  these  birds  are  starting  to  die  out 
because  of  deforestation  of  their  habitats,  and  the  introduction,  by  man,  of 
predators.  The  kakapo  parrot  was  pictured  on  the  reverse  of  the  1986  New 
Zealand  dollar  (KM-57,  57a). 

The  takahe  is  another  flightless  bird  that  lives  on  the  South  Island 
of  New  Zealand  In  the  1960's,  their  numbers  declined  due,  primarily,  to 
the  hostile  climate  they  lived  in.  The  Takahe  was  pictured  on  the  reverse 
of  the  1982  New  Zealand  dollar  (KM-51,  51a). 

Although  penguins  did  not  evolve  exclusively  on  New  Zealand, 
various  species  reside  in  rookeries  in  extreme  southern  portions  of  the  New 
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Zealand  island  group  The  yellow-eyed  penguin  was  pictured  on  the 
reverse  of  the  1988  New  Zealand  dollar  (KM-66,  66a),  while  a  penguin 
was  featured  on  the  $5  bill  beginning  in  1992  (P-177).
